This is the final response to your February 7, 2019 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request, a copy of which is enclosed for your convenience. We received your request on 
February 11, 2019 and assigned it case number 19-F-0762. We ask that you use this number 
when referring to your request. 

The Office of the Assistant Secretary of Defense for Public Affairs (OASD(PA)), a 
component of the Office of Secretary of Defense (OSD), conducted a search of their record 
systems and located 29 pages determined to be responsive to your request. Ms. Tonya Rose, 
Program Manager, an Initial Denial Authority for (OASD(PA)), determined that portions of the 
documents which have been redacted are withheld pursuant to 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(5), which 
pertains to information related to inter- and -intra-agency memoranda which are deliberative in 
nature, and 5 U.S.C. § 552 (b)(6), which pertains to information that, if released, would 
constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privacy of individuals. 

In this instance, fees for processing your request were below the threshold for requiring 
payment. Please note that fees may be assessed on future requests.
